(See list of abbreviations below. ) Although 
many of the entries are held by more than one library, only one location is 
indicated. life Public Catalogue on the second floor of the Graduate Library 
gives additional locations; this catalogue contains entries for books held 
in all divisional libraries except the holdings at the Center 'for "the 
cintinuing Education of Women (CEW) . The locations of all divisional 
libraries are ayailable in the Public Catalogue. ^ 

The bibliography is ^ot annotated, but is divided into subject categories 
to aid users. Entries ate listed only cince although many could appear in 
more than one category. If this overlap is not obvious from "kn entry's , . 
title, a cross-reference to other categories appears following the entry. 

All. libraries use the Library of Congress Classification system .except 
the CEW which has developed ^ts own sche^. - In addition, a few entries 
appear with the letter "X" preceeding the^ number. *'X** indicates a temporary 
entry which is subject to change. Consult the Public Catalogue before looking 
for an entry preceeded by "X". 

At the time this bibliography was being compiled, the Education Library 
(housed in the Undergraduate Library) was being absorbed into other collections 
in the library system. Most books were being reclassified as Undergraduate 
(UGL) books. Therefore, UGL is used for entries housed in both the Undergraduate
